The aflermxiu's feature was the Inausural Steeple- 
thaw. «v»‘r the two iuile «-»urse. There were ten 
starters and all but Dr. Heard llnislietl tlie taairse 
wltlwMit iiiisliap. I)ireell.y after the tinrsb. Ikiw- 
ever. old Telifare <iroi»ed dead. Toda.y’s race 
marked Tellfare's first start in three years. The 
old boi>e was a k<»eii faeitu' for a mile and a half, 
tlien beifan to weaken aud the finish found bint in 
fifth lawiikm. The winner tiirmsl up iu Young 
Morfibeits. which h-«l from tiie start and was never 
lieatbd. Itello moved up with a rush in going to the 
twelfth fent'e. Imt the leader lia«l something in re- 
se*rve aiMl easily stcsid off his opitositkm.

Ij. Aste at Laur«d. scored auotber victory this after- 
noou, when he l>eat a fair band of two-.vear-olds 
ill the s«“e<>nd ra«si.

Colonel Holloway Scores in Ciilof Race of Ordinuy 
CarA— Feather Duster Wins at First Asking 
for R. F. Cturmaa and Is Bid Up. 



Cinehinati. O.. Xovember 1. — Bleak, cold weather, 
following a bard rain which left the track in bad 
conditioii, conpleil with an ordinary card, contribn- 
ted to decrease the Latonia attimilanoe this aftep- 
uoon. 'The belting also fell off, the total amount 
wagered being the smallest of the meeting. Favor- 
ites and outsiders divided the card. The feotnnt 
race went to the Beverwyek 8table’s Colonel Hollo- 
way, which was left here after the nuiiiing of the 
K<-ntucky Endtirauce Staktw, in which be finished 
second to 8otemia. with the idea he wonid be a 
starter in the Latonia Endurance Handicap to be 
mu on the closing day. Colonel Holloway had con- 
ditions exactly to bis liking and won with great 
ease. Heleno finished .second, and Mad Sill wan 
third. Swann.anoa ran promisingly dnring the early 
part of the race, but retired aftcar going three- 
quarters, and Mockler. her closest follow« to the 
stretch. suffertHl mnsiilerable interference as a re- 
sult of Ubert’s rough tactics.

'Tbe attempt to recover the $12.04X) was made un- 
der Section 1950 of the Kentui'ky Statutes, which 
provides that if $5 or more is lost in a wager or liet 
the hisi-r may file suit within twentj'-four boors to 
recover the money. The -Xppcllate Court adopted 
the opinion of the lower court, which said that the 
court cannot surmise or eonjeetnre. much less arl>i- 
trarily determine the amwint money to be re- 
covered in a cast: like this, but must be guideil by 
tlie eviili-nce.
